Hon. Charies K. Smith, of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the bell committee, was intro- 
duced by Mayor King. Mr. Smith said if 
there was anything in the world he loved 
it was liberty, and every time he looked 
upon the scarred relic of the days when 
the colonies were struggling for freedom, 
his heart would throb with patriotism and 
he could not help but lift his hat in the 
name of freedom’s cause. 

Spoke for Atlantians. 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, in speaking for the 
citizens of Atlanta, thanked the citizens 
and committee of Philadelphia for the 
courtesy that had been extended in sending 
the bell to the exposition. He said the 
exposition was over and the gates had been 
closed and the thousands of visitors had 
returned to their vocations, but that the 
world had been drawn closely together on 
account of the exposition and it would be 
remembered by all as the means of making 
the people of every section love each other 
more, ° 

Hon, A. M. Butner, of Philadelphia, next 
Spoke. He was filled with enthusiasm, 
and his words of praise of the bell were 
eloquent, and he was frequently interrupted 
With applause. He thanked Atlanta for 
the patriotic reception given the bell on its 
arrival, and assured Atlantians that a 
warm and heart-felt welcome awaited 
them in the City of Brotherly Love. 

Mr. Albert H. Cox was introduced by 
Mayor King as the silver tongued orator 
of the south. Mr. Cox replied in a triot- 
ic speech, and told of the days when the 
country struggled for freedom and in the 
cause of liberty. 


A Tribute to Liberty. 


“In the presence of the bell,”’ said he, “T 
declare that the world is entitled to one 
continent upon which fair trial can be had 
whether or no a free government by a peo- 


ple is best for the world. When there are. 


no struggling islands, when no Venezuelan 
controversy is to be had and when no Ar- 
menians are being slaughtered, then and 
only then, will mankind be ready to receive 
a tribute to Liberty Bell” 

Mr. Henry Clay was introduced by May- 
or King as the man who bore the name of 
the brilliant orator and statesman. Mr. 
Clay made a brilliant speech, touching 
upon the memories of the days of strife 
and of the heroism of the men who wore 
both the blue and tthe gray; of Lincoln and 
Davis. His speech yas well delivered, 
and when he sat down the applause lasted 
several minutes. He was given three cheers 
for his state, and made a happy response 
to the applause. 

A Marriage of the Present. 

Mr. B. M. Blackburn made a happy ad- 
dress in response to that of Mr. Clay. He 
spoke of the chivalry and valor of Jeffer- 
son Davis and those who fought upon the 
other side. He said that enough burying 
of the past had been done and he now 
wished a marriage of the present. 

Good Work for Cuba. 

Colonel Horr, of the general council of 
Philadelphia, spoke of Cuba. 

“Thank God,” said he, “‘that when com- 
ing to Atlanta I have been brought 800 miles 
nearer the struggling island of Cuba,’’ 

His allusion to Cuba called forth pro- 
longed cheers. Mr. Horr said he did not 
care for the man who cared for dissensions 
or reveled in strife, but his heart went 
out to the man who loved his country and 


was ready to die for the cause of freedom. 
A. J. West made a patriotic 
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and the car bearing it was sidetracked near 
the Markham house. 

It had been loaded the afternoon before 
on the special car which brought the bell 
down from the City of Brotherly Love. 
For three months the bell has occupied the 
left wing of the loggia of the Pennsylvania 
building. Here it was placed on the day 
of its arrival, in October, and here it re- 
mained during the fair, visited by thou- 
sands, and inspiring the vast crowds with 
greater patriotism. 

The departure of the bell marks the last 
chapter in the history of the exposition. It 
is a fitting climax to the great show, and 
will be celebrated in a fitting manner. The 
people of Atlanta have learned to regard 
the old symbol of liberty with the same rev- 
erence and the same devotion with which 
the people of Philadeiphia look upon it. 
For three months it has been sheltered 
} here, 

an@ long stay of the bell in this city 
has made Atiantians feel a kind of pro- 
prietary interest in it. The significance of 
this ancient memorial of the struggle for 
freedom has impressed itself upon the peo- 
ple of Atlanta with greater force than 
ever before since its stay here. i ae 
more to them now than soundigg brass. 
They regard the sybol now in the light 
they once did. There is a meaning in it. 
It represents the glory of American inde- 
pendence, the struggle of the early patri- 
ots, the fight for freedom. There is a feel- 
ing of greater interest in the old bell since 
its stay here. The people of Atlanta.note 
its departure now with the keenest re- 
gret. They are loath to see it leave, and 
upon its return they send back a -shout 
of gratitude to the city which allowed it 
to leave her portals for the south’s great 
show. From its position on the porch of 
the Pennsylvania building the bell has 
been viewed by thousands since the close 
of the fair. 

Yesterday morning the white covering 
which has clothed it was pulled away. The 
four big policemen, who have faithfuliy 
guarded the bell since its arrival, were 
there. They have never left it. They have 
watched it with almost religious fervor. 
They have proved faithful sentinels. 

It was proposed yesterday morning tv 
have the special car upon which the bel 
is to be carried back pulled up in front ot 
the manufactures and liberal arts hall. 
and that the bell be loaded there. 

“That won't do,”’ said the big sergeant of 
the police; “that won’t do. We can’t afford 
to risk that bell across the lake. That 
trestle is too unsafe, It might go down. 
No, sir; that car will have to be placed on 
the other side of the lake, and we'll take 
the bell around in a wagon,’’

the stay of the Liberty bell in Atlanta, 
During the afternoon the members of the 
Philadelphia committee had enjoyed sev- 
eral hours of needed rest, and they were 
in thorough trim for the keen enjoyment 
of the evening. 

There was no limit to this fun. It 
bubbled and sparkled all around. The At- 
lanta councilmen burst forth in loud ap- 
pilause upon several occasions. 

At one time in the feast the orchestra, 
by happy hit, swelled out on the air “My 
Country, "Tis of Thee.” This inspired the 
liberty loving soul of Colonel J. Lewis 
Good. «He had been crowned with a wreath 
of smilax and in:mortelles by an Atlanta 
councilmam on his right, and presented 
the very impersonation of iiberty as he 
arose and called for three cheers for the 
south, for Georgia, and for the home of 
the free. 

It met with a hearty resporse. The long 
hall echoed and re-echoed to the lusty 
cheers. It was an inspiring occasion, a 
rotable event. 

Gathered at Eight. 

It was 8 o’ciock when the Atlanta coun- 
cilmen gathered in the parlors of the Kim- 
ball The Philadelphians were already 
there. Mayor King came.in early. He 
was followed by Colonel Hemphill, who 
represented the exposition company, and 
Mr. H. H. Cabaniss.

COMMITTEE MET YESTERDAY 


‘The Majority of the Creditors Have 


Agreed to the Plan and the Reor- 
ganization Will Be Perfected. 


The reorganization committee appointed 
at a recent meeting of the creditors of the 
Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and In- 
vestment Company, held a mecting yester- 
day, at whieh the proposition which has 
beén mailed the creditors of the compauy 
Was practically adopted. 

‘This is ex-Senato> Joe Brown's company, 
which controls the large mining interests in 
north Georgia. 

Eighty per cent of the creditors have sig- 
nified their willingness to accept the pro- 
position, and the remaining 20 per cent are 
but small holders the ‘interests of the 
company. The cemmittee expects that all 
will accept the terms of a final settlement 
and the creditors have been invited to send 
in their certificates of indebtedness in order 
that they may be canceled and new certifi- 
Cates may be issued on the plan that has 
been presented. 

Just what is the nature of the plan of re- 
organization has not been given out to the 
public, as the attorneys stated yesterday 
that they desired the creditors to have an 
Opportunity to consider the plan before it 
Was made public and that any publicity giv- 
en it might be detrimental to the success of 
the new organization. 

The committee which has been entrusted 
With the authority to complete the re-or- 
Sanization, is composed of Mr. Clifford An- 
derson, chairman; Colonel Glenn, Mr. bur- 
ton Smith, D. B. Hamilton and Franktin 
Weld. The meeting yesterday afternvon 
was held at 3 o’clock in the office of Mr. 
Anderson, and the entire committee was 
present. The plan for re-organization was 
read and the acceptances of the majority 
of the creditors signified. The plan is said 
to place the creditors into .hree classes: 
The preferred creditors, or first mortgage; 
the next in order, or second mortgage, and 
the smaller creditors are made stockholders 
in the company in proportion to the amount 
of their present holdings. In other words 
the new organization will be covered by 
mortgages filed in favor of the preferred 
cieditors, as their interests may appear; 
second mortgages, subject to the first, will 
then be filed in favor of those to whem 
the company is indebted in a smaller 
amount, and those creditors who are owed 
but little will be secured by stock pbe:mg 
issued to them.

The Georgia Mining, Manufacturing and 
Investment Company owns the Dadc Coa] 
mines, Rising Fawn and many furnaces and 
mineral lands in various portions of north 
Georgia. It also owns a blast furnace in 
Chattanooga, and railroad property in Bar- 
tow county. « 

The company is the lessee of cunvicts 
and does a very large business and has 
property amounting in value to severa! mil- 
tiens of dollars. It is the opinion of the 
committee that the affairs of the company 
will prosper under the new plan. 

It is very probable that the name of the 
company will be changed, and that it will 
be incorporated under a new charter. The 
name of one of the companies of which the 
present company is composed will be ziven 
the new organization.

He was 
in Atlanta yesterday, and expressed him- 
self as being highly indignant at the course 
taken in the case, saying it did him the 
gravest injustice. 

Colonel Walker resides at Belton, Ga., 
and has a large practice as a pension at- 
torney. He has been in this field of prac- 
tice for years, and his practice covers sev- 
eral states. He was at one time located 
in Atlanta, and is well known to the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta bar. He went to Bel- 
ton several years ago and has made a spe- 
cilalty of pension cases. 

It was a great surprise when it was 
announced Monday that an order had come 
front Washington suspending him from 
practice in the pension department. This 
action was based on alleged excess in 
charging clients for pension work*and pre- 
senting fictitious testimony. 

These charges Colonel Walker most em- 
phatically denies and says they will be 
proven to be unfounded. 

“I am going to Washington in a short 
while,’’ said he, ‘‘and shall have all these 
charges investigated. I can prove them 
to be without foundation. The order was 
issued without hearing a word from my 
side, and on the statement of an exam- 
iner who was prejudiced against me on 
account of some happenings. I was not 
given a hearing, and the matter was put 
through without any defense from me. At 
the proper time I shall go to Washington 
and make my defense, showing just where 
the cause of the action lies.” 

Colonel Walker is seemingly very mfuch 
wrought up over the matter. He returned 
to Belton yesterday afternoon.
